‘Dorothy Evans, both convicted 
shoplifters, were killed and 
William Goebel was wounded, 
probably fatally, when three gun- 
men invaded a saloon at Taylor 
and Easton avenues early today 
and shot the three as they sat at 
tables in a partitioned section at 
the rear of the barroom. 

Lacking definite information, 
police inclined to the theory that 
the slayers visited the saloon to 
kill Goebel, a brother of Dewey 
Goebel, gunman and extortionis(, 
who was assassinated Nov, 22 tn 
the Italian district known as “‘The 
Hill.” William Goebel is said to 
have voiced threats of retaliation. 

Others Not Molested. 

Another brother, Harry Goebel, 
a bartender in the saloon, who left 
the group to admit the sliayers to 
the barroom, hid under the bar 
during the shooting. Clyde Futrelie, 
the saloonkeeper, and two custom - 
ers, said they were unmolested ex- 
cept for the command, “Stick ‘em 
up,” as the gunmen strode through 
the barroom. 

The gunmen, described as dark- 
skinned, each wearing a derby hat 
and a dark overcoat and carryuiz 
a revolver, entered through the 
front door of the saloon at 160% 
North Taylor, a few doors from the 
corner, and after the murders fied 
through the rear door into an ali- 
ley. William Goebel, in a Obricf 
statement to police, said he did not 
know the men or why they shvt 
him. Harry Goebel, who said the 
gunmen were strangers to him, dce- 
acribed the shooting. 

“Mrs. Lynam had dropped in to 
see me and brought her friend with 
her,” Harry Goebe! related to rv- 
porters. “I put them in the back 
room and my brother sat dews at 
a table with Mrs. Evans while I 
gat ut the table nearest the door 
with Mrs. Lynam. : 

‘Acted Like Detectives,” 

“A couple of fellows were at the 
bar and the boss was doving in a 
chair when I heard somebody at 
the front door about 2 o'ctock. I 
went out and asked them through 
the giass what they wanted and 
they shouted ‘Open up!” iike they 
were detectives.

Postmaster-General Tells 
Senators of Change in 
St. Paul Contract. 


CARRIED OUT ORDER 
IMMEDIATELY 


Bartlett Testifies He Was 
Directed to Prepare Con- 
demnation Suit After 
Grand Jury Convened.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Two 
former Cabinet members were ac- 
cused before the Senate commit- 
tee investigating postoffice leases 
teday of “‘chloroforming” a Federal 
grand jury investigation into the 
notorious St. Paul postoffice lease, 
and a former First Assistant Post- 
master-General testified he had un- 
knowingly permitted himself to be 
used in the scheme to “defeat the 
administration of justice.”’ 

The hearing dealt in part with 
events already disclosed, all tend- 
ing to show that hervy political 
pressure was exerted in 1928 to 
prevent indictments which threat- 
ened to play havoc with the Re- 
publican compaign in Western 
states, 

Accusations of 
falsehood enlivened the hearing, 
and the committee learned of a 
mysterious letter which the Post- 
master-General caused his first as- 
sistant to deliver personally in Chi- 
cago to a lawyer representing one 
of the largest professional bidders 
for postoffice leases. The time was 
July, 1928; the Postmaster-General 
was Harry New, and the lawyer 
was the late James W. Good, who 
subsequently became Secretary of 
War in President Hoover's Cabinet. 
Cancellation Right Surrendered. 

The St. Paul commercial post- 
office station was leased to the 
Government in 1921 by Jacob 
Kulp, a Chicago promoter, for an 
annual renta!] of $120,775, the Gov- 
ernment retaining the right to can- 
cel the lease. Three years later 
Good, acting as Kulp’s lawyer, in- 
duced the Government to surren- 
der the cancellation privilege in re- 
turn for a reduction of $77. a year 
in the rent. 

A Federal grand jury investigat- 
ed in 1928, and reported that the 
transaction was saturated with 
fraud. Court appraisers fixed the 
value of the leased pbuilding at 
$334,000, and indictments seemed 
imminent. At that time Good had 
become Western manager of Presi- 
dent Hoover's campaign. 

Some of the circumstances at- 
tending the changing of the lease 
were described today by Charles 
F. Trotter, who at that time was 
deputy to First Assistant Postmast- 
er-Genera] Bartlett. 

Says Good Sought Change. 

“Mr. Good came to see me about 
October, 1924, and wanted to get 
the cancellation clause stricken 
out of the St. Paul lease,” he said. 
“He told me they were refinancing 
or something like that, and that it 
would be impossible to sell the 
bonds if the cancellation clause re- 
mained. I told him I did not be- 
lieve Comptroller-General McCar! 
would stand for a change like that 
unless the Government received 
some very eubstantial and imme- 
diate benefit in return. 

“Two months later I was called 
into Postmaster-General New’s of- 
fice. Mr. Good was sitting there. 
Gen. New handed me a letter from 
Mr. Good, applying for a new con- 
tract on the St. Paul building, 
omitting the cancellation clause, 
and promising a reduction in the 
rent of $775 a year. Mr. Good re- 
marked to me that he had seen 
Comptroller McCarl, and that he 
had approved the change. Mr. New 
directed me to execute the new 
lease at once—that day.” 

“Were those instructions final 
whefe you and Mr. Bartlett were 
concerned?" asked Chairman 
Blaine. “Yes, that closed the mat- 
ter. There was nothing for us to 
do but’ comply with the Post- 
master-General's instructions.” 


New to Be Called As Witness. 

Blaine stated that Comptroller- 
General McCari is prepared to tes- 
tify that he never approved the 
change in the St. Paul lease, and 
‘would have disapproved it if it had 
been submitted to him.

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Text of Business Men’s Protest 


Against Passage of Gary Tax Bills 


Resolution Adopted by St. Louisans Condemns 


Efforts Being Made in Legislature to Ins 
crease Burden on Industry and Labor. 


Following is the text of the res- 
olution, adopted by several hun- 
dred 8t. Louis business men at a 
meeting sponsored by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday, in 
which they oppose passage of the 
Gary tax increase bills now before 
the Legisiature. r 

Be it resolved, That it is the 
sense of this meeting that no 
group of Missourians is more 
fully aware of the State’s néeds 
as réveaied by the Survey Com- 
mission than the business in- 
terests of St. Louis. 

No part of the State's popula- 
tion is more anxious to seek 
sane, remedial measures, or 
more willing to share, even in 
excess, the burden of tax that 
established business and the man 
who works for a living will be 
called upon to assume in this 
respect. 


But the business man and the 
wage earner have not been 
properly consulted, nor has any 
effort been made to accurately 
ascertain the load business and 
the employed of Missouri can 
assume without collapse. 


The present poorly considered 
tax measures that are being 
jammed and railroaded through 
the House of Representatives are 
unjust, unreasonable and unfair. 

Without reference to the mer- 
its of State needs if dealt with 
in moderation, the employed 
men and capital, who are thus 
about to be exorbitantly penal- 
ized, must exert every legitimate 
and honest means of defeating 
this guesswork, prosperity-dam- 
aging legislation. No stone must 
be left unturned to stop this 
monumental tax grab. 

We have faith in the ulti- 
mate reasoning powers of our 
thinking State leaders and po- 
litical parties, that they will not 
be so woefully misled into hys- 
terical class legislation that will 
prove a boomerang in its drastic 
effect on the commerce and liveli- 
hood of thousands. 


Not Entering Excessive Orgies. 


Is Missouri impervious to the 


spirit of the depressed times, 
which is universally one of 
economy? Individuals, corpora- 


tions, states and nations are not 
entering excessive orgies of tax 
expenditures. 

Our sister state of Illinois last 
week set an example worthy of 
emulation when the Governor, 
Attorney-General, Secretary of 
State and other state officials 
met at Springfield and agreed to 
pare appropriations for the next 
two years to the iowest possible 
figure. 

In Wisconsin, a state so often 
thoughtlessly quoted in support of 
wild legislation, the Governor has 
cut this year’s budget $15,000,- 
000, er $344,794 less than the 
budget of last year—not an ad- 
dition of $20,000,000 a year as 
proposed in Missouri. In referring 
to excessive demands, the Wis- 
consin Governor attributes it to 
what he characterizes as the me- 
chanical spirit—meaning thought- 
less or automatic — which is 
wasteful, and prone to recog- 
nize the loudest voice, irrespec- 
tive of its contribution to the 
wealth and well being of the 
state. ,

to get together and review reali-

DEBATE OPENED ON 
SURVEY BOARDS 
INCOME TAX BILLS 


Representative Langdon 
Jones, Author of Meas- 


ures Trebling Assess- 
ments, Says They Are 
Fair. |

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10. — 
Representative Langdon Jones of 
Kennétt, a member of the State 
Survey Commission and author of 
the Commissions bills to treble State 
income taxes, today opened the de- 
bate for the bills in the House. The 
measures are expected to pass the 
House when they come to a final 
vote, but opposition in the Senate is 
confident that they will be amended 
there to redlice materially their 
drain on income tax payers. 
The proposal in the House today 
was for the engrossinent of the bills, 
a procedure which brought them up 
for amendment. It is not probable 


a vote on engrossment will be 
reached until tomorrow and al- 
though their proponents are de- 


termined to rush them through as 
quickly as is possible, they probably 
will not cOme up for a vote on pass- 
age until next week. 

Jones replied to the opposition to 
the bills, based principally on the 
fact that they propose to take from 
the tax payers of the principal 
cities of the State approximately 
$16,000,000 in additional taxes, with 
the statement that he believed the 
bills to be fair. 

Condition of Rural Schools, 
He reviewed the condition of 
the rural schools, the deplorable 
condition of which he attributed to 
the fact that taxation at the maxi- 
mum permitted under the Constitu- 
tion did not provide sufficient rev- 
enue for them. He said that the 
fact that there were many thou- 
sands of instances of delinquent tax 
payments in the rural sections of 
the State, was a certain indication 
that property not only could not 
stand additional taxation, but that 
tax relief was necessary. 

He repeateq much of the propa- 
ganda which has been circulated 
during the past few months by or- 
ganizations supporting the billse— 
that the tax system of the State 
placed an unjust burden of taxa- 
tion on tangible property and that 
intangibles escaped their just bur- 
den of taxation. 

Though deviating from a discus- 
sion of the bills to attack news- 
papers of the larger cities which 
have criticised the wisdom of the 


tion, Jones devoted the greater part 
of his time to an explanation of 
the provisions of the bills. 

What Measures Propose. 

The first of the three measures 
taken up was that for a straight 
two and one-half per cent tax on 
corporation income, an increase of 
one and one-half per cent and pro- 
viding for a graduated tax from 
one and one-half to five and one- 
half per cent on net income of in- 
dividuals to replace the present 
straight tax of one per cent. 

The measure contains provision 
for an increased organigation for 
the collection of the tax, providing 
for 14 additional employes in the 
State Auditor's office to check re- 
turns and prevent evasion. 

One section requires that every 
State income taxpayer shall file 
with his return a copy of his Fed- 
eral income tax return. r 

A second bill doubles the cor- 
poration franchise tax and a third 
makes minor changes in the tax 
law as applicable to a few classes 
of corporations. 

The Tax Commission has esti- 
matéd that in 12 years the pro- 
posed bill will produce $158.000.000 
in additional State revenue, while 
the Chamber of Commerce of &t. 
Louis has estimated that the rev- 
enue produced would be approxi- 
mately $471,000.000. 

In the Survey Commission re- 
port covering the needs of the 
State, $192,000,000 is fixed as the 
amount which will be required dur- 
ing the 12 years. The Chamber of 
Commerce in arguments before 
legislative committees has pointed 
out that, on its estimates, prepared 
by its taxation experts, the com. 
mission is proposing laws which 
would produce considerably more 
than twice the amount of revenue 
which the commission has said 
would be needed.

principal Gary bill, which would 
increase the State income tax on 
individuals and corporations on a 
sliding scale, actually would pro- 
duce nearly three times the reve- 
nue which the State Survey Com- 
mission had estimated.

DISSENTING TAX BILL REPORT 


Senator Manvel H. Davis Says Only Part of 
Gary’s Recommendations Was Read 
Before State Board.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10. — 
State Senator Manvel H. Davis of 
Kansas City, who was a member of 
the former State Survey Commis- 
sion, announced today in the Sen- 
ate that he would file:a dissent- 
ing report on recommendations of 
the majority of the survey commis- 
sion on taxation and revenue 


measures. These measures are the 
basis of the commission majority's 
proposed $192,000,000 spending 
program in 10 years. 

Davis obtained leave from the 
Senate to print his dissenting re 
port for distribution to the legis- 
lators tomorrow. 

He said he had not filed a full 
dissenting report previously be- 
cause the work of some of the ex- 
perts employed by the Survey Com- 
mission was not completed until 
after the commission's official life 
expired on Nov. 30, 1929, and that 
the information had not been avail- 
able to him until long after the 
majority report of the commission 
had been submitted to the Gov- 
ernor. 

Davis declared the reading of 
the majority report to the commis- 
sion members, after it had been 
prepared, never was completed by 
Theodore Gary of Kansas City, 
chairman of the commission. He 
said Gary started to read the re- 
port to the other six members 
about 45 minutes before expiration 
of the official life of the commis- 
sion. He said reading of the re- 
port was not completed, in order 
to get it to the Governor and that 


he did not know all of its contents 
until later. 

He declared he did not become 
aware of ail the recommendations 
until last December, when. copies of 
drafts of proposed bilis were sent to 
him. Since the Legislature con- 
vened other bills have been intro- 
duced ag the commission measures, 
he said, which are different from 
the former drafts. After examining 
these bills Davis said he decided to 
file a dissenting report, excepting 
to the taxation and ‘revenue recom- 
mendation. He said preparation of 
the report will be completed by to- 
morrow. 

The Survey Commission was 
created by the 1929 Legislature at 
the suggestion of Gov. Caulfield, to 
make a survey of the condition and 
needs of the stat. institutions, 
schools and departments, to be fin- 
ished by Nov. 30, 1929. The com- 
mission did not make a survey of 
the departments. 


It is known that Secretary of 


State Becker, now aligned with, 


Gary in attempting to put through 
the full $192,000,000 program, was 
unfriendly to a survey of the de- 
partments. He has opposed vari- 
ous consolidation measures which 
would curtail job patronage in 
State departments. 

The Gary-Becker group is at- 
tempting to force the entire pro- 
gram of the commission majority 
through the Legislature, including 
heavy increases in income taxes 
and corporation franchise taxes. 
most of which are paid in the 
cities, over the legislative recom- 
mendations of Gov. Caulfield for a 
program about one-fifth as large 
as the Gary-Becker plan.

The Chamber 
of Commerce resolution suggests 
this as a possible compromise 
measure to which the business in- 
terests would agree.

Goebel, 27 years old, is a chauf- 
feur and former saloonkeeper, liv- 
ing with his brother, Harry, and 
their parents at 4644 Cottage ave- 
nue. His saloon formerly was near 
the Taylor-Easton corner where in 
1928 he shot and killed Joseph 
Shetterly, with whom he had had 
trouble, but he was freed on evi- 
dence that he fired resisting a hold- 
up. He has been arrested more 
than 75 times for investigation and 
in 1928 was tried and acquitted in 
connection with a holdup of the 
State Bank of Wellston. 


Mrs. Lynam Often Held. 


Mrs. Lynam, 30, was the widow 
of John Lynam, arrested many 
times for questioning before his 
death from natural causes a year 
ago. She had a record of many 
arrests on shuplifting charges and 
once was sentenced to 60 days in 
the workhouse for that offense. 
She lived at 4416 Laclede avenue 
in a four-family apartment build- 
ing she owned. Neighbors said 
she lived quietly with some rela- 
tives and seemed to be well-to-o. 

Mrs. Evans, 36, a divorcee and 
unemployed beauty shop operator, 
lived at 7364 Melrose avenue, Uni- 
versity City, with a married sister, 
Mrs. Michael Walsh, who said she 
left alone last night to visit a mo- 
tion picture theater.

Dewey Goebel, four years older 
than William, was regarded by po- 
lice &S one of the most, dangerous 
and reckless criminals of the St. 
Louis district. William, it was 
said, has been lately employed as 
a chauffeur and has been an active 
candidate for business agent of the 
Chauffeurs’ Union.

EYE OF ROBERT S. BROOKINGS 
SAVED AFTER 3 OPERATIONS 


hilanthropist and Educator Recoy- 
ering; Lost Sight of One Or- 
gan Five Years Ago.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Rob- 
ert S. Brookings, St. Louis and 
Washington philanthropist and ed- 
ucator, is making a remarkable re- 
covery from the effects of three 
operations on his left eye ‘during 
the last three months of last year. 
He is $1 years old. 

Glaucoma destroyed the sight in 
his right eye five years ago. When 
the left eye began to fail, blindness 
seemed imminent. 

At his home here today, Brook- 
ings said the operations to save 
this eye, performed by the noted 
specialist, Dr. William H. Wilmer, 
at Wilmer Institute in Baltimore, 
had been successful. The opera- 
tions, which involved the removal 
of a cataract, were of extraordin- 
ary delicacy. 

Brookings is under the care of 
nurses at his home, but is able to 
get out occasionally and take part 
in the direction of the Brookings 
Institution for Research, of which 
he is the founder and chairman of 
the board. 

“I expect,”’ he said, “that my left 
eye will be as good as ever.”

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DEPORTED BRITON WRITES 
OF ‘GANG ADVENTURES” HERE 


'G. W. Fellowes, Under Prison Sen- 
tence, Publishes First-Person 
Thrillers in London. 

George W. Fellowes, who ran an 
unlicensed radio broadcasting sta- 
tion in St. Louis before he was de- 
ported to England last May, and 
who found diversion in amateur 
detective work while here, is writ- 
ing first-person thrillers for Lon- 
don Sunday papers, describing his 
purported adventures in St. Louis. 

“The Man Who Will Die If He 

Goes Back to U. &.,” is the three- 
colmn headline over his article in 
a recent issue of the London Sun- 
day Express. It is a fact that Fel- 
lowes, if he returned, would have 
to serve a term of a year and a 
day in Leavenworth Penitentiary 
for his violation of the Federal 
radio law. He accepted deportation 
as an alternative to imprisonment. 
This is not mentioned in his story, 
which lays his trouble entirely to 
his supposed antigang activities. 
_ Fellowes relates, in the Express 
article, that he solved the mysteri- 
ous murder of Clifford Hicks, St. 
Louis lawyer, in 1925, but that the 
evidence was placed in the hands 
of “Mr. Andrew Maroney, the Dis- 
trict Attorney,’’ and vanished after 
Maroney died suddenly. Fellowes 
said he had other evidence, which 
he placed in the hands of State 
Senator Joseph Mogler. after which 
Mogler was murdered. The St. 
Louis police are familiar with Fel- 
lowes’ theories on the Hicks mur- 
der, which were not taken serious- 
ly by the official investigators.

The raid followed and the men 
were put in an automobile and 
brought to California.

HELPLESS FROM SHOCK 
6 MONTHS, RECOVERS 


Miss . Dorothy H. Sawyer, 
Teacher, Had Been Unable 
to Speak or Move. 


After almost six months of being 
unable to speak or move, Miss Dor- 
Helen Sawyer, 24-year-old 
school teacher of 440 West Lock- 


wood avenue, Webster Groves, has 
recovered and except for physical 
weakness, is as well as ever, her 
parents believe. 

Miss Sawyer, who, 
think, acquired a mysterious mal- 
ady when she slipped and was par- 
tially strangled while wading in 
the Meramec Kiver at Fenton last 
August, is able to remember much 
of what was said and what hap- 
pened to her in the six months 
that have elapsed since then, al- 
though she was unable to move or 
speak and attendants were not cer- 
tain whether she could undérstand 
them. 

“I talked to one of our doctors 
last night,” her father, F. E. Saw- 
yer, auditor of freight accounts 
for the Terminal Ratlroad Associa- 
tion, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er.

The difference is that 
the principal rainfall of the former 
states came at a time when it did 
little good.

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VETO OF REPEAL 
ADVOCATED| 


Federation of Improvement 
Statement to Mayor Mil- 
ler on Southwest Project. 


In an effort to induce Mayor 
Miller to veto the ordinance passed 
recently by the Board of Aldermen, 
repealing the ordinance for con- 
demnation of the South west 
Highway right-of-way, the Federa- 
tion of Improvement Associations 
has given the Mayor a written ar- 
gument. 

Mayor Miller said today he would 
veto the repeal] bill if an opinion 
he has requested from City Coun- 
sellor Muench should hojd the city 
would be liable for damages to 


|those property owners who already 


‘_hagwe moved their‘property back 
from the proposed right-of-way in 
anticipation of the work. He did 
not indicate whether he would veto 
it for any other reason. 

The day after the Aldermen 
passed the repeal measure by a 
vote of 25 to one, in the presence 
of a noisy crowd of opponents of 
the thoroughfare, the Mayor told 
reporters he would sign the bill 
as soon as it reached him. Later, 
however he said his mind was open 
end subject to change. The 10-day 
period after passage required by 
the charter before the Mayor can 
sign an ordinance expired yester- 
day. He has until Feb. 28 to sign 
or veto it. 

Supporters of the improvement 
have hoped that the Mayor could 
be induced to see good political 
strategy in a veto. They think 
that enough votes against the re-' 
peal—10 or more—might be mus- 
tered in the Board of Aldermen to 
prevent passage of the repeal over 
the veto by the required two-thirds 
vote. 

Aldermen Taken by Surprise. 

Unexpectedly, so far as most of 
the Aldermen were concerned, the 
Streets Committee decided two 
days ahead of a board mecting, to 
report the repeal bill without rec- 
ommendation, forcing the board 
to the embarrassing action of con- 
sidering it publicly in committee 
of the whole. Some Aldermen were 
frank enough to admit afterwards 
that they would not have voted 
as they did if they had not been 
taken by surprise with the dem- 
onstrative crowd present. 

Alderman Kreuger of the Twen- 
ty-fourth Ward alone fought 
against repeal. He and 13 others 
of the 28 board members are seek- 
ing renomination in the primary of 
next March 1%. Most of those up 
for re-election feared the effect on 
their political fortunes if they 
voted in a seemingly unpopular 
way On a matter attracting wide 
attention. Now proponents of the 
highway plan are trying to show 
them that public sentiment is for 
the improvement and that it would 
not work a hardship, ag claimed, 
on the objectors. Krueger believes 
that he has gained political 
strength rather than lost it. Mayor 
Miller is for Krueger, who has an 
opponent supported by the artti- 
highway interests. 

Southwest Highway, parallelling 
the southwestern city limits, would 
extend from Alabama avenue and 
Davis street, where U. S. Highway 
No. 61 enters the city, to Jamieson 
avenue and Arsenal street, calling 
for widening of existing streets in 
places and opening in other sec- 
tions. 

The Federation of Improvement 
Associations is an active city-wide 
organization headed by Elmer B. 
Klein of the Southampton Develop- 
ment League and Holly Hills Im- 
provement Association. Its state- 
ment for the Mayor was prepared 
by Frank E. Lawrence, assistant di- 
rector of the Civic Development 
Bureau of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and former secretary of the 
City Plan Commission. 

Part of Co-Ordinated Scheme. 

The statement called attention to 

the official major street plan, de- 
signed to correct the defects of the 
old street system by “a co-ordina- 
ted scheme of continuous, well- 
balanced highways, providing di- 
rect and consequently shorter 
mileage among all sections.” South- 
west Highway was part of this 
plan, in the one part of the city, 
which, for lack of development in 
the past, had not been subjected to 
bad street planning, the statement 
continued. This highway was to 
tie with others going all around the 
city’s outer edge for 19 miles, the 
argument went on, and being as 
important in its region as Broad- 
way along the eastern edge of 
town. 
‘In recent subdivisions, real es- 
tate developers already hate pro- 
vided the needed 100-foot right -of- 
way for more than haif of the five- 
mile 1 of Southwest Highway. 
Possibly as many 1%: 1090 lots in 
these subdivisions have been sold 
with the expectation by purchasers 
that the highway would come 
through, and repeal would be a 
grave injustice to these buyers, the 
statement argued. — 

Handicap to New Industries. . 

Relating that a spectator in the 
Board of Aldermen when the re- 


| peal was passed had remarked to 


another, “Do you feel like locating 
in St. Louis after this nonprogres- 
sive demonstration?’ Lawrence 
asserted that repeal might hamper 
efforts to bririg industries here. He 
declared that the major street pian 
was conceived after much thought 
and st of the needs of the 
whole community, and was based 
on actual needs of a progressive 
city. The statement maintained 
that the majority of citizens, In the 


averred, “has won the Esmee oi 
tion of the progressive citizenship 
for his steadfast espousal of the 
cause of orderly growth in the 
community.” His position was de- 
scribed as the result of vision com- 
parable to that by which Forest 
Park was obtained. 

Concluding, the statement to the 
‘Mayor said: 

“The citizens of St. Louis are 
now confronted with @ situation 
that has in it the answer as to 
whether or not this city shalf go 
forward or backward. The welfare 
of the community depends entirely 
upon what decision the _ citizens 
make in relation to this problem. 
The problem ig that of whether the 
people of St. Louis desire their 
public officials to follow a definite 
and economical program of public 
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tj improvements, or whether sn 

groups, looking at the problem 
from a purely loca! standpoint, are 
going to be permitted, through 
vociferous and misguided direction, 
to upset this co-ordination of pub- 


vide for the increasing traffic vol- 
umé resulting from increased use 
of the automobile and increasing 

population, and the bringing of 
new industry to the community— 
improvements which are vital to 
the economic conduct of business. 
The recent action of the Board of 
Aldermen in approving a bill to 
repeal the ordinance for the crea- 
tion of an important unit in the 
major street system, brings to a 
climax the entire principle of di- 
rected city growth. This measure 


was not Gesigned as a means of 
beauty, but was proposed entirely 
for the purpose of developing 4 
needed utility.”

_ Personal solicitation of firms 
and persons of wealth not so far 
contributing to the $10,000,000 


American Red Cross drouth relief 
fund was begun today by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee in charge of rais- 
ing the $220,000 quota of the &t. 
Louis Chapter. 

This method, unusual in Red 
Cross disaster appeals, was resort- 
ed to in an effort to stimulate per- 
sons of means, who have been: in 
a striking minority among the giv- 
ers. Workers pointed out that 
only 6000 persons had contributed 
in a district of more than 1,000,- 
000 population. The amount most 
generally given is $10, and it has 
come in most cases from givers 
who, themselves, were obviously 
not in the most comfortable cir- 
cumstances. 

Total contributions so far are 
$132,500. Ralston-Purina Mills 
gave $1286, including $86 from em- 
ployes and $200 from its head, W. 
H. Danforth. 

St. Louisans send their gifts to 
CQliver F. Richards, treasurer, Mér- 
cantile-Commerce Bank and Trust 
Co., Eighth and Locust streets. 

Food donations of 200 carloads— 
8,000,000 pounds—were announced 
by William M. Baxter Jr., at mid- 
western area headquarters here, 
The principal gifts were flour, meal 
and vegetables, a health need in 
the southern drouth area.

[RUSSIA TO TAKE PART 
IN EUROPEAN UNION STUDY 


Soviet Reserves Right to Define Attitude 
I,ater — Questions Whether One Federa- 
tion or Two Groups Are Planned. 


By the Associated Press. a“, 
MOSCOW, Feb. 10.—Soviet Rus- 
sia will participate in the work of 
the commission studying plans for 
a European federation, the Gov- 


tions yesterday, but reserves . 
right to define its attitude toward 
the commission at a later date. 


The commission invited Russia, 
Turkey and Iceland to participate 
in the economic phases of the dis- 
cussion and this led Foreign Min- 
ister Litvinoff, in a note, to ex- 
press doubt as to whether the pro- 
posed federation meant a §$ single 
group of European Powers or two 
opposing groups. 

“It seems strange and incompre- 
hensible,”” he said, “that one group 
of European states should take it 
upon itself to decide as to the ad- 
mission or nonadmission of another 
group of European states into a 
community calling itself Pan-Eu- 
ropean, more especially so when a 
country like Switzerland occupy- 
ing four-tenths of one per cent of 
the territory of Europe, or Nor- 
way, occupying about 3.1 per cent, 
oppose the admission of a state 
like the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics. 


Immensity of Russia. 

“The Soviet Union occupies in 
Europe alone territory amounting 
to approximately 45 per cent of 
the whole of Europe and more 
than twice the combined territory 
of France, Belgium, Rumania,

“reserving its final attitude toward 
the commission’s further labors 
until the points raised have been 
cleared up and until it has been 
able to study the commission it- 
self.” 


Such participation was based on 
the principle that the new organi- 
zation should not “oppose itself to 
any ethnic group in other conti- 
nents or in Europe itself,’’ he con- 
cluded.

Another bank which pays 1 per 
cent on Secretary Stratton’s funds 
under the same conditions is the 
Third National Bank at Mount 
Vernon, Il. It was founded in 
1921 by Gov. Emmerson, then Sec- 


retary of State, who became its 
president. 
Gov. Emmerson was Stratton’s 


predecessor as Secretary of State 
and for 12 years in that office 
turned over mo interest to the State 
on money held temporarily in his 
accounts. 

“IT. collected no interest,” Gov. 
Emmerson told the correspondent, 
in discussing Stratton’s innovation. 
‘TI simply followed precedent and 
placed the funds where they would 
be perfectly safe until they could 
be got into shape to turn over to 
the Treasurer. If you followed 
Illinois history, you know that the 
economy of my administration was 
outstanding.” 


Emmerson Noncommital. 


Asked to comment on Secretary 
Stratton’s new method which 
netted the State more than $17,000 
last year, Gov. Emmerson said he 
understood it “was a good thing.” 
He would not say whether or not 
he would recommend that other 
departments adopt the same plan. 
Secretary Stratton, a Lake 
County tarmer, is in his first major 
State job. He has not been re- 
garded as an important figure in 
the ruling Illinois political machine 
and he does not have the back- 
ground of banking experience that 
characterizes a surprisingly large 
percentage of Illinois politicians. 
One of his campaign promises 
was for the return of interest to 
the Treasury, and the machinery 
for carying it out was put into 
operation almost immediately aft- 
er he took toffice. 

“after all,” he told the corre- 
spondent.” it’s the State’s money, 
isn’t it? It seems to me the State. 
should get the interest on it. And 
it hasn't been much trouble to han- 
die the collection, either. I haven’t:

A few 
dimes may get away here and there 
through one cause or another, but 
in the last analysis the public 
should be highly pleased with the 
way.its money is spent.” 

Although the temporary holding 
of State funds in private accounts 
is a practice of long standing, it is 
held by many lawyers to be in di- 
rect violation of the Constitution 
which specifies that funds collect- 
ed by State officers must be paid 
“in advance” into the Treasury, 
meaning, it is contended, in ad- 
vance of rendering the service for 
which the fees in question are paid. 

Under a law passed in 1921, of- 
ficers may make their remittances 
to the Treasurer once a month. 
The Secretary of State and the Di- 
rector of Finance are the only of- 
ficers, except the Treasurer, who 
coliect great sums of money for 
the State.

FROM HOUSE FLOO 


Permitted to Enter Gallery 
but One of Them Begins 
to Shout—He and Wo- 
man Sympathizer Are 
Ousted.

WORLD BUSINESS INDICATED 


Commerce Department Gives Sum- 
- mary of Trends in Number 
of Counties..

indications of improvement in 
world business are dealt with today 


in the Commerce Department’s 
weekly review, but current dull- 
ness is said to continue in most ter- 
ritories. . 

“While practically al! regions 
continue to report depreSsion, fac- 
tors foreshadowing improvement 
have been observed in several coun- 
tries,”"” the summary says. 

The report says that in Germany 
January retail sales reflect a con- 
siderable latent demand for goods 
if prices are sufficiently low; that 
the Czecho-Slovakian steel industry 
has improved slightly; that no evi- 
dences of gain are seen in France, 
which is sharing more completely 
in the generdl depression; that 
Spanish business trends also are

NEW DELHI, Feb. 10.—Almost 
on the same spot where 600 years 
ago the mighty Tamerlane slaugh- 
tered 100,000 inhab! ants of Delhi, 
Viceroy Lord Irwin today dedicated 
India’s new $100,000,000 imperial 
capitol here. 

It is a magnificent modern struc- 
ture of marble and red sandstone 
which in its architecture typifies 
the entire histor: of Indc‘'a. Because 
of recent terrorist outbreaks pains 
were taken to protect the Viceroy 
and other notables. 

The capitol was conceived and 
planned 19 years ago as a “monu- 
ment to the ideal and fact of Brit- 
ish rule in India.” The Government 
jt represents is the seventh to oc- 
gupy the plains of Delhi. From the 
walls of the new building as the 
Viceroy spoke there coulgl be seen 
the historic and scarred environs 
of the old city strewn with rem- 
nants of dead dynasties. 


Clemenceau, shown the new 
biiilding before he died, remarked 
half facetiously, half seriously, 


“Perhaps the new Delhi, as the sev- 
enth capital on this site, will be the 
greatest ruin of them all.” 

Today’s function was one of the 
last over which Viceroy Lord Irwin 
will preside. He will surrender his 
post in a few weeks’ to Viscount 
Willingdon, who has just been made 
an Earl by King George.

from Wisconsin, Robert M. La Fol- 
lette Jr., declared that the Demo- 
cratic leadership in Congress had 
repudiated the mandate given the 
party in the elections of 1930. 

Branding the so-called compro- 
mise as in fact a humiliating sur- 
render to the executive, La Fol- 
lette said that the Senate, like (tlie 
legendary army of the King of 
France, had marched up the hill 
and marched down again.

The Tragedy of the Midwest. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OME 65 years ago pioneer settlers 
began crossing en masse the great 
water divide separating two hostile races 
of men. For the most part these brave 
and ambitious homesteaders had come 
from the oppressed monarchies of North- 
ern Europe where, for centuries past, the 
nobility had held title to everything 
worth owning, while the _ so-called 
common people did all the work and pos- 

sessed practically nothing themselves. 

Space does not permit a review of the 
rapid and wonderful development of 
these nofth central states west of the 
Missouri River. Suffice it to say that 
under the magic spell of those enterpris- 
ing young men and women, goaded on by 
the human instinct and pride of posses- 
sion, and willing to bear every hardship 
and suffering, this “wild and worthless 
Indian country” soon blossomed into the 
greatest food-producing area the world 
had ever known, 

But what is our reward for all that 
today? The fond dream of prosperity and 
independence entertained by those 
pioneers for themselves and their chil- 
dren has been shattered, and the Midwest 
is now awaking as from a hideous night- 
mare, 

Our banks have been failing by the 
hundreds—im the very land that has so 
ably and nobly fed America and other 
-parts of the world for over half a cen- 
tury!—leaving in their disconsolate trail 
thousands of stunned and impoverished 
men and women who cannot realize what 
it is all about and who, humanly enough 
you will grant, have lost all faith in 
justice and in humanity. Our prisons and 
jails are filled beyond capacity with the 
youth of the land, and a wave of crime 
and ruffianism is rampant on every side 
which, for brazen disregard of all sacred 
rights to life and property, the annals 
of organized society, modern or ancient, 
present No parallel. Large sections of 
the drouth-stricken country to the south 
and east are in dire want of the bare 
necessities of life and threatened with 
famine. The mood of these unfortunate 
people is plainly seen in the recent dis- 
turbance at England, Ark., where sev- 
eral hundred farmers stormed the stores 
and were bent on taking food by force, 
if it could not be had in a peaceful way. 
Still we have been told over and over 
the ruinously low prices of our farm 
products are caused by overproduction 
and poor demand. 

The farmers, however, are beginning 
to question seriously what powers on 
earth have brought about such abnorma] 
and disastrous economic conditions in 
spite of our abundant production year 
after year. If a stranger should come 
to us from some isolated place where 
he had remained untainted by all the 
political and economic deceit and fraud 
that has been so cleverly and studiously 
‘practiced on the people here, if the data 
on the millions of carloads of grain, live- 
stock, etc., sent to market in the last half 
century could be furnished him, and he 
were told this immense wealth in food- 
stuff had been bartered away for billions 
of dollars of debts to the Eastern money 
barons, would he say such weird ex- 
change had been made on the basis of 
equity?

Only $28,500,000 is allowed for the con- 
struction of 10,000-ton cruisers, as compared with an 
outlay of nearly $50,0000,000 In the current year. The 
committee refused funds for modernisation of the 
battleships New Mexico, Mississippi and Idaho. It 
recommended a decrease in Naval Academy classes, 
reducing appointments by each member of Congréss 
from four to three, instead of increasing them from 
four to five, as urged by Secretary Adams, Four bat- 
tleships, three as specified in the London treaty, were 
withdrawn, enlisted personnel of the Navy reduced 
from 84,700 to 79,700, and of the Marine Corps from 
18,000 to 27,600. Even the allowance for 
tion was sliced by $1,130,000. :

If the State Highway Commission brings Highway 
No. 40 into St. Louis over the Conway and Clayton 
roads and Oakland avenue, it can do so only in con- 
tempt of public opinion. 


Plan Commission. The St. Louis County Court, which 
is responsible for highways in the county, is against 
it. So is the County Plan Association, made up of 
the cities, towns and villages in the county. Only the 
highway commissioners’ own engineer, Mr. Cutler, 
and the County Court’s special engineering adviser, 
Mr. Bartholomew, favor the Clayton-Conway route. As 
engineers Messrs. Cutler and Bartholomew prefer the 
straight line, though the saving by way of Oakland 
avenue over the proposed Page boulevard route would 
be less than two miles. 

The opponents of the route proposed by Messrs. 
Cutler and Bartholomew object to bringing the high- 
way over a terrain which does not want it and where 
it would injure property when it can at no sacrifice 
of any public interest be given to a terrain in which 
it is wanted and where it would benefit property. 
This is the difference between the Conway-Clayton 
and the Page boulevard proposals. The region trav- 
ersed by the Conway and Clayton roads is a highly 
developed suburban home district, the specialized 
character of which would be destroyed by such a 
superhighway. There is the additional objection, 
made by the city of St. Louis and by the City Plan 
Commission, that for the highway to come in over 
Oakland avenue would both sacrifice to highway 
purposes a valuable strip of Forest Park and compli- 
cate traffic. Upon the other hand, property owners 
in the Page district would welcome the highway as 
a help to the development of the region. The city of 
St. Louis would also greatly prefer to have the high- 
way come in over Page boulevard because it is easier 
to handle the traffic in that part of the city than it 
would be éo accommodate it over Oakland avenue. 
The duty of the Highway Commission ought there- 
fore to be clear. It would be a mistake for it to flout 
public opinion, the wishes of the city of St. Louis and 
the desires of the County Court, as it would be an 
injustice for it to work injury to property when the 
highway can easily be made a help to property.

Last Septem- 
ber, one Prof. E. Armstrong, emer- 
jitus head of the department of 
chemistry at City dud Guilds.

But until one Charles Fort came 
into eruption, there has been no 
absolutely uncompromisin.; intellec- 
tual anarchist operating in the sci- 
entific realm with an indiscrim- 
inate fury equal to that which has 
been increasingly conspicuous in 
every other realm of thought and 
conduct since Youth began to 
flame. It was inevitable, of course, 
that the disintegrating force of our 
time should sooner or later attack 
even the ultimate stronghold of 
holiness. Viewed in this light, 
Charles Fort may be far more im- 
‘portant as a portent than as a 
thinker. 

Fort was first heard from when, 
in 1919, he published his “Book of 
the Damned.” His next eruption 
occurred in 1923 when he issued 
“New Lands.” In “Lo!” he as- 
sumes Vesuvian proportions, 
though it may well be that his 
earthquakes and lavas will be gen- 


erally ignored. He is indeed . a 
preposterous fellow; but just at 
the moment when the _ attentive 


reager is on the point of relegat- 
ing him to the category of harm- 
less nuts, something imposing hap- 
pens; for all-the while the fellow 
has been thinking just a bit faster 
than most of us do, and when for 
a page or two he turns loose in a 
really serious discussion of ideas, 
he is likely to be overwhelming. 

His purpose is to put science, as 
now conceived, on the defensive by 
citing literally thousands of phe- 
nomena that can in no way be 
given scientific explanations; and 
it gives him a diabolical joy to note 
how in cases of the sort the phe- 
nomena are either denied or ig- 
nored. Much of his curious data, 
to the collection of which he has 
devoted many years, is undoubted- 
ly to be rated as fantastic rumor, 
but very much of it may not be 
so, and a goodly portion of it 
seems to have better authentica- 
tion than much that we accept as 
a matter of course. 

The volume may be read for 
amusement alone> and it is ex- 
tremely amusing, for the author’s 
robust sense of humor is always on 
the job. .-But some will feel that 
something more than’ amusement 
may be potential in it here and

Mayor May Considers Pub- 
lic Works Ordinance Step 

Toward City Ownership 

of Light Plant. 

Creation of a Board of Public 
Works by an ordinance passed last 
night by the City Council of St. 
Charles, Mo., is regarded by Mayor 
May as a step: toward a munici- 
pally owned and operated electric 
light and power plant. 

The immediate function of the 
Board of Public Works will be 
the operation of the city’s water- 
works, removing it from political 
eontrol. The four members will 
be appointed by the Mayor, sub- 
ject to confirmation by the Coun- 
cil. for terms of one, two, three 
and four years, and their succes- 
sors will be named for four-year 
terms. 

May, who has advocated the 
newly created waterworks board 
for the past two years, said after 
passage of the ordinance: “I be- 
lieve it’s one of the greatest steps 
forward in. the city’s history.” Im- 
mediately following his election in 
1927 he announced that one of 
the aims of his administration 
would be to continue a fight he had 
made six years previously for a 
city-owned light plant. 

The board of public works whose 
function will be similar to that of 
the Park Board and the Library 
Board is the outgrowth of a citizens’ 
commitiee report submitted to the 
Council last fall in which it was 
recommended thay the control of 
utility systems be taken ‘‘out of 
politics.” The group headed by 
former Mayor Joseph H. Lackland 
and tncluding Dr. W. L. Freeman, 
Harry Kienker, Frank Aymond and 
George Wallenbrock was delegated 
to investigate the advisibility of mu- 
nicipal ownership of an electrical 
power plant.. The citizens’ .roup 
worked in conjunction with a Coun- 
cil committee .corsisting of Louis 
Ebeling, Sirman; .George  V. 
Dierker, ry 1. Citrismer and 
George Feldman. 

Their decision as voiced in the 
report was uhequivocably in favor 
of municipal control and carried 
the suggestion that the city build 
its Own plant in conjunction with 
its waterworks plant. Through the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., 
which now supplies current for the 
electrified waterworks in addition 
to the street lights at a cost of 
approximately $24,000 annually be- 
sides supplying the commercial de- 
mand for electricity, holds a fran- 
chise that does not expire until 
1933, May contends that now is the 
time to begin to “educate the pub- 
lic ageinst the excessive rates now 
assessed by the corporation” and to 
instruct them of the benefits of mu- 
nicipally operated systems. 

The waterworks plant whith was 
bought from private owners in 
1901 under a special bond issue, is 
now clear of indebtedness and has 
netted the city approximately $31,- 
60@ profit. Of that amount, $19,- 
000 has been set aside toward the 
accumulation of a depreciation and

“To hold out the hope that the 
intermediate credit banks can gave 
the situation,” he said, “will re. 
sult in tragic disappointment to 
those in need.” 

Alli Bound Round in Red Tape, 

La Follette read from the 
strongest regulations governing the 
administration of the previously 
voted $45,000,000 loan fund to 
show that the whole business of 
granting relief was deplurably 
bound up in ged tape. 

“And this so-called compromise,” 
he went on, “provides that loans 
to individual farmers shall be se- 
cured by liens on crop or by other 
security prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. He will be 
derelict in his duty #4 he does not 
require security.

“At the head of the application 
blanks for loans,” said La Follette,

| HOOVER SEEKS $500,000 MORE 
FOR ALIEN DEPORTATION WORK

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover yesterday added a 
vigorous alien deportation drive to 
the immigration restriction policy 
adopted to conserve employment 
for American labor. He sent a 
special message to the House ask- 
ing for $500,000 to allow an in- 
crease of 245 in the number of pa- 
trolmen engaged in deportation 
work. 

“This patrol pérsonnel would be 
an integral and essential part of 


the service engaged in the nation- 
wide campaign to accelerate de- 
portation of aliens unlawfully in 
the United States,” said Director 
Roop of the budget in a letter ac- 
companying the message. 

Labor Department statistics show

BANK OF TENNESSEE 


Head of Legislative Investiga- 
tors Notes Trespass in 
Securities Substitution.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 10.— 


Chairman Walter Faulkner of the 
Legislative Investigating Commit- 
tee said yesterday that about $3,- 
840,000 in securities removed from 


the Bank of Tennessee and sub- 
stituted by others were taken by 
trespass and the State should seek 
recovery of the originals. 

H. G. Bratton and H. B. Clarke, 
State Bank Examiners, had testi- 
fied that after an examination of 
the bank they required aéditiona! 
securities to be placed in the bank 
as a fund for its continued opera- 
tion and made no agreement that 
other securities could be substitut- 
ed for those pledged. Both said 
they would not have accepted the 
securities later substituted. 

Faulkner expressed the opinion 
the State was entitled to enough 
of the securities to guarantee its 
$3,400,000 deposits in the bank 
and asked that ‘correspondence be 
started immediately with compa- 
nies whose stock was involved. It 
was brought out that the stock had 
been signed and transferred to the 
bank by Caldwell & Co. 

The demanded collateral was 
transferred by a letter written 
Sept. 29 by E. J. Heitzeberg, a vice 
president of Caldwell & Co., and 
eet forth that it was to guarantee 
a repurchase agreement by which 
the company agreed to buy back 
on demand all securities sold the 
bank. a 

Bratton testified that after the 
bank failed a pouch containing the 
substituted securities was deliv- 
ered and in the pouch was found 
a letter from J. D. Carter, another 
vice president, dated Oct. 29. This 
letter said the Heitzeberg letter 
was. dictated “in the presence of 
two bank examiners” and “the un- 
derstanding at the time” was that 
Caldwell & Co. had the right to 
make substitutions under the gen- 
eral repurchase agreement. 

Bratton and Clarke said they had 
had no “understanding” with any 
one, had not séen Carter at the 
time of the Sept. 25 examination 
and knew nothing about the letter.

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ORDERS CLOSING 
OF GAMBLING DENS 


‘ties to Suppress Gangster 
Hangouts and Vice Re- 
sorts in St. Clair County. 


Sheriff Jerome Munte, of St. 
Clair County, announced today he 


has ordered the closing of the East 
St. Louis segregatéd vice district 
known as “The Valley,” which oc- 
cupies an area of several blocks 
beginning a block north of the 
police station, with. the stipulation 
that the women of the district 
must “get out of St. Clair County.” 

Munie said he had instructed his 
deputies also to close gambling 
places and gangster hangouts 
throughout the county, similar to 


Smith” at 330A East Broadway, in 
the East St. Louis business district 
where three men were murdered 
ih a gang fight the morning of 
Feb. 1. 

Instructions to .close the vice 
district, “within a reasonable 
time’”’ were given by Sheriff Munie 
to his chief deputy, Michael Doyle, 
of East St. Louis, yesterday, with- 
out consultation with the East St. 
Louis police. 

“The order means the women of 
the ‘valley’ must get out,” Munie 
said. “They will have to move 
out of the district and they will 
not be allowed to locate any place 
in the county.” 

Drastic Order Necessary. 

Sheriff Munie said that an order 
he gave on Dec. 5, last, requiring 
the inmates of the district to turn 
off their outside lights, stay off the 
sidewalks, silence their mechanical 
player pianos, and stay behind 
drawn blinds was intended as a 
“suppression order.” 

“T thought it would be sufficient 
to make them get out,”’ Munie said, 
“but I have issued now a drastic 
order.” 

While perhaps 50 women of the 
district moved away following the 
order of Dec. 5, more than 100 re- 
mained. They dodged some of the 
provisions of the order by pulling 
down their window shades, but 
cutting holes in them, or hanging 
the shades so they covered only 
part of the windows. 

Chief Deputy Doyle said he 
planned to notify the women to- 
morrow of the removal order. 
Neither he nor Sheriff Munie fixed 
a limit for a “reasonable time” to 
get out, explaining that some of 
the women are property owners 
and might require more time to 
vacate than others. 

Deputies have been directed to 
check frequently on all types of 
establishments directed to close, 
Sheriff Munie said, precluding any 
tendency to reopen. 

Police Not_ Consulted. 

State’s Attorney H. C. Lindauer, 
of St. Clair County, announced last 
Thursday following a conference 
with Sheriff Munie, that any place 
known to be a gangster hangout 
would be closed. He did not refer 
specifically to the*segregated vice 
district in East St. Louis but ex- 
pressed confidence the East St. 
Louis police “would co-operate in 
the closing of,.establishments simi- 
lar to the gambling flat and speak- 
easy where Joseph’ P. Carroll, a 
former partner of Bernie Shelton, 
notorious East Side gangster, in 
the taxicab business; David Hoff- 
man, a pawnbroker, and Theodore 
Kaminski, a former motorbus 
driver, were shot to death. Their 
bodies were found the next day in 
a ditch by a lonely Madison County 
road. . 

Sheriff Munie said today his 
order to close the vice district was 
issued independently of the Fast 
St. Louis police. No action towards 
eliminating the district, which has 
run openly for years contrary to 
State law, ever has been taken by 
the city authorities.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Unfilled 
orders of the United States Steel 
Corporation increased 188,755 tons 
in January to a total of 4,132,361 
tons Jan. 31. In December an in- 
crease of 303,960 tons was reported. 

The back log as of Dec. $1 was 
3,943,596 tons. On Nov. 30 wun- 
filled orders aggrepated 3,639,636 
tons. On Oct. 31 the total un- 
filled orders aggregated 3,639,636 
Jan. 31, 1920. unfilled orders 
amounted to 4,468,710 tons. 

While unofficial estimates in the 
steel trade had been vague, the 
vain of 188.755 tons was consider. 
ably larger than had been expect. 
ed by the more Optimistic, who 
looked for a gain of about 100,000 
tons. A short time ago, many ob- 
servers thought a small decline 
might be expected. 

The increase in part refiecta, of 
course, the low rate of activity dur- 
ing January, when mills generally 
ran at less than half of capacity, 
despite the extensive resumption of 
activity after the year end shut- 
downs, , 

The total volume of unfilled 
business on the books at the end 
of January was the largest since 
April of 1930, and a little better 
than the average for the past 12 
months, which was about 4,000,000 
tons. ' 

Although the steel industry Las 
accelerated activity *but slightly in 
the past fortnight, the volume of 
business booked by the leading 
producer was regarded in ateel 
Circles as lending substance to re- 
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ports that a further increase in 
stee!] prices was planned. There 
has been some uncertainty over the 
Price structure, ag several ob- 
servers had felt that the prices an- 
nounced for the current quarter 
had been largely untested. 

While there has been a tendency 
for the #teel Corporation’s ton- 
nage to increase in January dur- 
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ing recent years, this upturn was 
considerably larger than the recent 
average. The gain of 188,755 tons 
compares with a gain of only §1,- 
000 tons a year ago and 123,000 
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two years ago, but is substantially 
less than the jump of 303,000 tons 
three years ago.

He told of the work done in the 
sight saving classes organize 
throughout the United States in 
which about 4000 children are en- 
rolled. 

In describing the classes he said: 
“The children are guided to select 
occupations in which their defec- 
tive vision ‘will not likely be in- 
creased. 

“A surgeon's son, in one class 
had his heart set on following in 
his father’s footsteps. Because of 
his poor vision this, of course, was 
impossible. His teacher, however, 
was able to interest the boy in for- 
estry-and he now is leading a hap- 
py and healthful] life engaged in 
tree surgery. 

“In another case a girl of artistic 
bent wanted to become a painter. 
Since her sight made this impossi- 
ble she was persuaded to study hor- 
ticulture. She now is doing land- 
scape gardening with a large staff 
of helpers and she is prosperous as 
well as happy at her work.” 

Such guidance is necessary for 
all children who must live their 
lives under handicaps. Parents as 
well as teachers need to face intel- 
ligently the limitations which phys- 
ical disabilities impose upon the 
work which children with handl- 
caps can learn to do. 

They must help them to make 
their adjustment as early as possi- 
ble. Years of fruitless effort, disap- 
pointment and discouragement 
could be saved if those in charge 
of such children would help them 
to meet their problems on a realis- 
tic basis. 

Teachers should direct children’s 
ambitions into channels which fol- 
low the stream of natural inclina- 
tion yet take a course in which 
lasting success is possible.

Ror tre LOUIS STEVENSON 


of “Treasure Island” fame was 
born in Edinburgh in 1350. He 
died 44 years later in Samoa, and 
lies buried on a peak of the forest- 
clad Mt. Vaea at Vaoilima, Samoa.

At various times he lived in Call- 
fornia, Colorado, Saranac Lake. and 
in a number of the South Sea Is- 
lands, He was restlessly and cos- 
stantly on the go, driven from place 
to place by the hope that at some 
other spot on the globe he might 
find respite from his afflictions, 


‘This restless urge to move on is 
to a lesser degree to be found in 
most tuberculous individuals. They 
are easily prone to become victims 
of an irresistible urge to go to seme 
other place, to try anothér section. 

Apparently this restlessness is 
based on the conviction that “‘dis- 
tant fields are greener.” Our ace 
cumulated experience in the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, however, 
prompts us to discourage such tene- 
dencies in our patients. 


There are many advantages in 
curing near home, Although insti- 
tutional treatment is in most cases 
preferable to home treatmént. at 
least when the disease is first dis- 
covered, the institutions near home 
are to be preferfed to those far 
away.
